We say “with appreciation” because 
we are pleased that at least someone 
in the student body is interested 
enough in Stuff to take time out to 
write a letter and take a critical 
stand for or against the operations 
and opinions expressed or not ex- 
pressed in this paper. This in con- 
trast to a mere reading of the paper 
followed by a barrage of oral criti- 
cism of the variety that is audibly 
apparent in the halls on campus 
every Thursday night (or over a 
cigarette after every meal). *■ 
Criticism is good, for it makes the 
parties criticized aware of some form 
of discontent, and paves the way for 
improvement in the needed areas. 
Crititcism, however, must travel a 
two-way road, lest it result in a 
tyranny of a sort whereby a society, 
allowed to stagnate, crumbles from 
internal disease. It is for this reason 
that we publish what we believe', is 
a valid criticism of a student body 
sore spot. No matter how many vio- 
lations of the rules exist, and are 
allowed to exist, thisj do.es not justify 
their complete disregard.

court, more Negroes tried to enter the line 
than 100. When the ones over a hundred 
were asked to leave they refused. After 
a little -trouble they had to be hauled off. 
Why? What was the cause for this stupid 
action on the part of the Negroes? What 
were they trying to prove? Everything 
was going at least fairly; why did more 
than 100 demand to stand in line? The 
only result would be that Selma officials 
would be angered. What is the point of 
making them mad ? This would only hurt 
the Negro. These are the type of stupid, 
thoughtless acts that mar the civil rights 
movement. 

The Negro must learn to act with re- 
sponsibility. He has a right to vote and 
that' right should be given himt But 
thoughtless, irresponsible acts like the one 
mentioned above will only retard the Civil 
Rights Movement. The Negro will soon 
have to learn that violent demonstrations, 
sit-ins, kneel-ins; stand-ins, pray-ins, walk- 
ins and all other types of -ins, when they 
get out of hand, as they seem usually to 
do, do great ' and irreparable damage to 
his cause. When groups like C O R E , 
NAACP, SNCC ahd the rest learn this 
vital fact the Civil Rights Movement will 
again move ahead — and with more vigor 
and acceptance by the rest 'of" the com- 
munity. Just because the whites may act 
irresponsible, gives the Negro no right to 
act so. They have no “<|ivine right to break 
the law.” They and their movement are 
not .above the law. 


There can be no denying that the Negro 
has as much right to vote, providing he 
meets fair voter registration requirements, 
other American citizen. But, he 


as any 

does not have more of a right than other 
American citizens. And yet, this is what 
Dr. Martin Luther King and his cohorts 

Selma, Alabama. 


seem to be implying 
Dr. King seems to have the psy- 
chology of a spoiled little boy. If he 
doesn’t get what he wants he holds 
his breath, stamps his feet, shoves a 
clenched fist in everyone’s face, and 
cries till he gets his way. This is the 
way it has been in Selma and count- 
less other cities. To be sure, the of- 
ficials of Selma haven’t gone any out 
of their way to 1 rush voter registration! 
But at least Negroes are being regis- 
tered. Nor have the officials at Selma 
gone out of their way to accomodate 
the Negro in registering, but at least 
they are being accomodated. ' 

What makes this writer weary is the 
fact that when things were finally on the 
move, trouble started- But the trouble was 
started by the Negroes! These are the last 
people who should go looking for trouble. 
Selma officials decided that to preserve, 
law and order, onlyi 100 Negroes would be 
allowed to stand in line at one time. Fine, 
the Negro should have had no objection to 
this. When one went in and 99 were left, 
ahother joined the line bringing it back to 
full strength. There should have been no 
trouble, but this was not the case. Although

The Saint Joe Pumas combined 
a sticky defense with hot shooting 
last night in Alumni Fieldhouse 
to upset Ball State University, 
69-65, and clinch their first .500 
season in eight ySars. 

The win gives the Pumas a 12-8 
record with four games to go and 
guarantees them their first non- 
losing season 1966-57 when they 
had a 12-11 mark. Saint Joe is 
now 4-6 in the I.C.C. while Ball 
State stands 4-5. g» 

Coach Jim Holstein praised 
the defensive work of the 
whole team in general and 
that of Carl Bossung and Tom 
Crowley in particular. These 
two men held Stan Neal, the 
I.C.C.’s third leading scorer 
to 14 points. Bossung limited 
him to nine in the first half 
and Crowley stopped him with 
five the second half as the 
Noblesville shotgun connected 
with only fi ye of twenty from 
the field. 

“We alsQ cut down on our 
fouls,” said Holstein. “Our. bench 
is inexperienced and it would have 
hurt us if we had to play with 
several of our regulars riding the 
bench due to fouls.” 

Forward Lonnie Brunswick 
again led the Puma attack with 
11 of 18 field goals and three of

There is much more than a trophy involved in 
winning the I.M. crown of the hardwood. A great deal of prestige is 
connected with being an I.M. champion at Saint Joseph’s. Year after 
year I.M. basketball attracts more participants than any other I.M. 
sport. This is possibly indicative of the spirit and enthusiasm connected 
with basketball throughout the midwest. 

In order to wear the I.M. crown in basketball, the winning 
team will have played somewhere in the neighborhood of 16 
games. Let’s take a look at how the tournament shapes up 
this year. 

The Aquinas Purple Hearts, comprised of members of last year’s

20 minutes. He received strong 
rebounding/ support from Larry 
Yeagley, the Pumas’ top board 
man, who hauled down 11 rebounds 
until he fouled out with 7:41 left 
in the game. 

The win closes the Carp 
dinals’ edge in the all-time 
series with Saint Joe to 17-15. 


Saint Joseph’s wrestling team 
will be looking for the big upset 
this Saturday at the I.C.C. meet 
at Valparaiso. Winless this sea- 
son with an 0-7-1 record, the Pu- 
ma grapplers will go into the con- 
ference tournament playing the 
spoiler role. 

Last Friday they dropped a 
match to Wabash 32-6, with 147 
pound Jim Zene and 157 pound 
Larry Lennon getting the Puma 
points, both on decisions.

Lennon again won by decision. 
Zene did not wrestle because 
of an injury. 

Last Monday, against Valpo, 
Saint Joe dropped a 22-16 decision. 
Point making for the Puma mat- 
men was done by Lennon and 
Zene, and Tom Myers who won 
by forfeit. 

“Our big problem is personnel,” 
Coach Ed Dwyer explained. “We 
have no entries in two or three 
weight classes, which forces us to 
give away five to fifteen points 
before the match even starts. 
“However, we are getting a fine 
job from Zene and Lennon. Both 
are doing real well.”

Indiana 
Central was Denny Dunn, a 
270 pound sophomore. He is 
out for the season.
